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• Diné concepts of being, health, disease, 
and the environment are deeply 
intertwined with Diné culture. These often 
conflict with Western concepts and 
principles. Respect the differences.  
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Application of Wisdom and Knowledge of 
Traditional Practitioners in a Scientific Study 

 
There are many types of traditional healers (Diagnosticians: Crystal 
gazers, Stargazers, Hand Tremblers, etc; Chanters: Beauty Way, 
Enemy Way, Yei Be Chei, etc; Herbalists) and the right one must be 
sought out for the patient (by the family) for specific problems; 
physical, emotional, mental, etc. These traditional healers are 
respected elders of the communities and often more trusted than 
medical professionals.
